Mf 
pretty Maid, faid I, do you own your (elf to have been « 
ihe Inhabitant of the Garment before us \ The Girl I 
found had good Senfe, an<J told me With a Smile, That 
totwithftandiftg it was her own Petticoat, (he fhouU be 
«rery glad to fee anOExample made of ft ; and that (he 
1*oce it for ho other Heafon, but that (he had a mind r& 
Ibok as big and burly as other Perfons of her Quality • 
*Tbat file hadkept out of it as long as me could $ and tin 
the began toappeatf little ih the Eyes of all her Acquain- 
tance •, That if Ihe laid it afide, People would think (he 
was not made like other Women. I always givej*reat 
Allowances to the Fair Sex upon Account of the Fafhi- 
*4* alidt!iere4ofewas notdifpleared with the Defence 
trf to} pfetty Criminal. I then ordered the Veft wlircfc 
6ood before us to be drawn up by a Pully to the Top of 
toy jjreat HaH, and afterwards to be fpread open by the. 
Engine it was placed upon, in fuch a Manner, that ft 
formed a very fpjcndid and ample Canopy over our 
Heads, and covered the whole Court or Judicatures 
With a kind of Silken Rotunda, in its Form not unlike 
the Cupola of St. Paul's. I enter'd upon the whole 
taufewtth great Satisfaction as 1 fat under the Shadow 

; Tfci Counfel for the1*ettitoat was n<m callM in, :

They an- 
iwered the Objections with great Strength and Solidity 
of Argument, and expatiated in very florid Harangues, 
which they did not fail to fet off and furbelow (if I may 
be allowed the Metaphor) with many periodical Sen- 
tences and Tttrtts of Oratory. The chief Arguments 
ifertheir Client were taken, tirft, frorh the great Ben<2- 
Ht that might arife to our Woollen Mantffa&ury frorfl 
this Invention, ^hich was. calculated as follows t The 
- B 4 coramon 
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common Petticoat has not above four Yards in the Cir- 
cumference j whereas this over our Heads had moreiit 
the Semi-diameter } fo that by allowing it twenty four 
"lards in the Circumference, the five Miliions of Wool- 
len Petticoats, which (according to Sir William Petty) 
fuppofing what ou^ht to be fuppofed in all well-gover- 
ned States, that all Petticoats are made of that Stuff, 
Would amount to thirty Millions or thofe of the ancient 
Mode. A prodigious Improvement of the Woollen* 
Trade! and what could not fail to fink the Power of 
3htj?ft in a few Years. , 

To introduce the fecond Argument* they begge4 
Leave to reacf a Petition of the Rope-Makers, wherem 
it wasreprefented, That the Demand for Cords, and the 
Price of the nvwere much rifen fince this Fafhion came 
up. At this^ail the Company who were prefent, lifted 
up their Eyes into the Vault 5 and I rnuft confete, Wc 
did difcoyer many Traces of Cordage which were in r 
terwoven in the Stiffening of the Drapery. 

A third Argument w as founded upon a Petition of the 
Greenland Trade, which likewife reprefented: the greaj: 
Confumption of Whale-bone which would be pcc^flor 
ned by the prefent Faftuon, and the Benefit which 
would thereby accrue to that Branch of the Britffi 
Trade. ' : x 

• To conclude, they gently touched upon the Weight 
and Unwieldinefs of the Garment, which they infinua- 
ted might be of great Ufe to preferve the Honour oi 
Families. . > 

■ , Thbse Arguments would have #fi ought very much 
upon me, (as I then told the Company in a long and -ey 
lab orate Difcourfe) had I- not confidered thegrtat and 
additional Expence which fuch tafhions would bring 
upon Fathers and Husbands -, and therefore by noMeans 
to be thought of till fome Years after a Peace. I fur- 
ther urged, that it would be a Prejudice to the Ladies 
, 4 themfelves, who could never expe& to have any Money 
in the Pocket, if they laid out fo muchon the Petticoat. 
To this I added, the great Temptation it might give .to 
Virgins, of adding in Security like married Women* 
and by that Means give a Check to Matrimony, an Inft> 
uuion always encouraged by wife Societies^. 

Ax 
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A t the fame Time, in Anfwer to the feveral Petiti- 
ons produced on that Side, I (hewed one fubferibed by 
the Woniien of feveral Perfons of Quality r humbly fet- 
ting forth, That fince the Introduction of this Mode*, 
their refpe&ive Ladies had (inftead of bellowing on 
them their caft Gowns) cuf+hem into Shreds; and mixed 
them with the Cordage and Buckram, to com pleat the 
Stiffening of their Under-Petticoats. For which, and 
fundry other Reafons, I pronounced the Petticoat a For- 
feiture : But to (hew that I did not make that Judgment 
for the Saite of filthy Lucre, I ordered it to be folded" 
up, and fent it as a Prefent to a Widow-Gentlewoman, 
who has five Daughters, defiring (he would make each 
oi them a Petticoat out of it, and fend me back the Re» 
mainder, which 1 deugn to cut into Stomachers, Caps, 
Facings of my Waftcoat-Sleeves, and other Garnitures* 
fuitable to my Age and Qua 1 ity. 

I would not be underftood, that (while I difcard this. 
monftrous Invention) I aman Enemy to the proper Or- 
naments of the Fair Sex. On the contrary, ^s ther 
Hand of Nature has poured on them fuch a Profufion of. 
Charms and Graces, and fent them into the World- 
more amiable and finifned than the reft of her Works j 
fo 1 would have them beftow upon themfelves all the. 
additional Beauties that Art can fupply them with, pro- 
vided it does not interfere with difguife, or pervert 
thole of Nature. 

I coniider Woman as a beautiful romantick Animal,, 
that may be adorned with Furs and Feathers, Pearls and 
Diamonds, Qresand Silks. The Lynx ihall caft its- 
Skin at her Feet to make her a Tippet j the Peacock, 
Parrot and Swan, (hall pay Contributions to her Muff y 
the Sea (hall he fearched for Shells, and the Rocks for'

This 
Scheme of Thought amufed me very agreeabty tflLl 
wired to. It oft, and afterwards formed k felf into a 
■fileafing and regular Vifion; whkh I (hall deftxtbt? in 
iuUtsCircuinftances, 9s the Qbjefts pteferttcd thenar 
r£elve&, whether in a ferious or ridiculous Manner; 

I dreamed/that 1 was in a Wood*, of fo prodigious an 
Extent, and cut into fiich a Variety of Walks and AHtes^ 
that all Mankind were loft, ami bewildecedtinin A&er 
having wande^ediup and down fome Timey I camerintw 
the Centre, of it, which opened into a wide Plain, mV 
ledwithMidutudes ol botltSexe*.. X Here dtfeuvered 
three g*eat Roads, very wide: and long, that led into 
xhfce different Parts of the Foueft. On a fuddsn. tfre 
whole Multitude broke into tjinee Parts,, according to- 
their different Ages, and, marched in their refpectwe 
Bodies into the &hree>gj5eat Roads that lay before them* 
AsX had a mind to know bow each of thefe Roods ter- 
rninatedt and whither- it would, lead thofe: who pa£td 
through them, k I joined ray- felf with theAirembiy d at* 
were in the Flower and Vigour of their Age^ and.callfedr 
thetnfelves* The Band of Lover* I found to my great 
Surprize, thac feverali old'Men befidesray/felrT had in*, 
trud&d into this agreeable Gompany 5 as I had* before 
obfei*v«.i, there. wese fome young Mtem who had umted 
themfelves to th* Band of Mt&rs„ and were walking 
up the Path, of Avarice 5. though both made a iseisy. ridi- 
culous Eigure, andwener.as much laughed at bythofo* 
they, joined, as by thoffe they forfook., The Walk which 
we marched up* f0r-Thkfenefc,of Shades, Eanbrotdsry 
of Flowers,. andMelody of Birds> widtthttdiftant Pul- 
ling, of Stream*,, and Falls of Wats?,, was fa wonder- 
fully delightful, that it charmed oucSenfes,. and into* i- 
•c^«d our Minds with Pleaiute. W e had not b ee n 1 ong 
h>re, before: every- Man* fingled out fome Woman w 
whom ho^offoed his Addrcfles, and profeiled'himfelf a 
Lover 5 whew on a fiiddnn we parccived: this deiicions 
W alk tQ^row more narrow as w»advanced in it, till it 
etxfad: in many intricate Thickets, Mazes and Laby- 
rinth* that wew> fh. muaci with Rcuns and: Brambles* 

Brakes 
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Brakes of Thorns/ and Beds of blowers/ rocky Paths 
and pleafing Grotto's, that it was hard to fay, whether 
it gaVe greater Delight or Perplexity to thofe who tra- 
Vefied in it. ; ' 

It was here that the Lovers '-began to be eager in.' 
their Pursuits. Some of their MiftreiTes, who pnly 
itemed to retire for the Sake of "Form and Decency, led 
them into Plantations that were difpofed into regular- 
Walks ; where, after they had wheeled abotft in fome. 
Turnings and Windings they futifertl themfelves to be 
overtaken, and gave their Hands tothofe who purf ued ' 
them. -Others withdrew from their Followers into little 
WildernefTes, where there were fo many Paths inter- 
Woven with each otherin fo much Confulion and Irre- 
>gularity, that feveral of the Lovers quitted the Purfuit, 
or broke their Hearts in the Chace. It was f ometimes 
very odd to fee a Man purfuing a fine Woman that was 
following another, whofe Eye was fixed upon a fourth, 
that had her own Game in View in fome other Quarter 
of the Wildernefs. I could not but obferve two Things* 
ih this Place which I thought very particular, Thatle- 
reral Perfons who ftood only at the End of the Avenues, 
and caft a carelefs Eye upon the Nymphs during their 
Whole Flight, often catched them, when thole whb 
prefs'd them the mqft warmly through all their Turns 
and Doubles, were wholly uniuccefsful : And that 
fome of my own Age, who were at firft looked upon 
with Averfionand Contempt, by being well acquainted • 
with the Wildernefs, and by dodging their Women fa 
the particular Corners and Allies of it, catched them in 
their Arms, and took them from thofe whom they real- 
ly loved and admired. There was a particular Grove* 
Which was called, Th% Labyrinth of Coqutts 5 where 
anany were enticed to the Chafe, but few returned with 
Purcnafe. It was pleafant enough to fee a celebrated 
Beauty, by frailing upon one, calling a Glance upon 
another,beckoning to a third, and adapting her Charms 
^and Graces to the feveral Follies of thofe that admired 
her, drawing into the Labyrinth a whole Pack of Lo- 
vers, that Ion themfelves in the Maze, and never could 
"find their Way out of it. However, it was fome Satis- 
*£*j2iojuo me,, to fee aany of the Fair Ones who had 

thus 
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thtfs deluded their f bllowers, and left them among th<? 
Intricacies of the Labyrinth, obliged when they came 
out of it, to furrender to the firft Partner that offered 
himfett; IttoW had crotfed over all the difficult and 
£erpiexfed Paflages that feemed to bound our Walk* 
When on tire omerSfdeof them TfaW the fame great 
ftoad running on a little Way, till it Was terminated bf 
two beautrnjlTemples. I ftood here for fome Time, 
andfawmdft of the Multitude who had been difperfeJi 
amongft the Thickets, coming out tWo by two> anj 
marching up in Pairs towards the Temples that flood 
before us. The Structure oh the Right Hand was (as! 
afterwards found) corifecrated to virtuous Love, anil 
rould not be entered but by fuch as received a Ring, or 
fome other Token, from a Perfon who wa* placed as a 
"Guard at the Gate of it He wore a Garland of Rofes 
and Myrtles on his Head, and on his Shoulders a Robe 
like an Imperial Mantle, White and urifpotted all over, 
excepting only, that where it was clapped athisBreaft, 
there were two golden Turtle-DoYes that buttoned it by 
the'fr Bills, which were Wrought in Rubies. He was 
tailed by the Name of Hymen, and was feated near the 
Entrance of the Temple, in a delicious Bower, made 
up of feVeral Trees, that were embraced by Wood- 
bines, Jeflamines ^nd Amaranths, which were as fo 
many Emblems of Marriage, and Ornaments to the 
Trunks chat fupported them. As I was fingle and un- 
accompanied, 1 was not permitted to enter theTemple, 
and for that iteafon am a Stranger to alt theMyfteries 
that were performed in it. I had however die Curiofi qr 
to obferve how the feveral Couples that entered were 
difpofed of i which was after the following Manner. 
There were two great Gates on the Backfide of the Edi- 
fice, at which the Whole Crowd was let out. At one 
of thefe Gates were fwo Women, extremely beautiful, 
tho* in a different Kind, the one having a very careful 
and compofed Air, the other a fort of Smile and inejff a- 
ble SWeetnefs in her Countenance. The Name of the 
"firft was Difirttion, of the other Complacency. All who 
came out of this Gate, and put themfelves under the 
"Dire£Hohot thefe two Sifters, were immediately con- 
ducted fry them ifflo Gardens, Graves and Meadow?, 
Vol. III. C which 
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which abounded in Delights, and yrere furnifhed with e*> 
very Thing that could make them the proper Seats of 
^Happinefs. The (econd Gate of this Temple let oitf 
all the Couples that were unhappily married, who came 
out linked together by Chains, which each of them 
ilrove to break, butxojuldjiot. Several of thefe were 
fuchas had never been acquainted with each other be- 
fore they met in the great Walk, or had been too weD 
(acquainted tnjthe Thicket. TheJLntrance to this Gate 
was pofTefs*d by three Sifters, who joined themfelves 
wittuheie Wretches, and occafioned moft pf their Mi- 
feries. The youngeft of the Sifters was known by the 
Name of Levity, who with the Innocence of a Virgin* 
had the Drefs and Behaviour of a Harlot. The Name 
of thefecondwasC*»f*»fw»,who bore on her Right 
Arm a Muff made of the Skin of a Porcupine * and on 
her Left carried.a little JLap-Dog, that barked and fnap- 
ped at every one that pafledj>y her. 

The eldeft of the Sifters, who feemed tp have an 
iiaughty and imperious Air, was always accompanied 
with a tawny Cupid, who generally marched before hejf 
with a little Macron his Shoulder, the End of which was 
fafhioned into the Horns of a Stag. Her Garments 
were yellow and her Complexion pale. Her Eyes were 
piercing, but had odd Cafts in them, and that particular 
Diftemper, which makes Perfons who are troubled wiiji 
it, fee Objects double,. Upon Enquiry, I was infor- 
med that her Name was Jealoufy, 

•Having finimed my Observations upon this Tem- 
ple, and its Votaries, I repaired to that wnich flood on 
the Left Hand, and was called, The TemfU of Luft. The 
Front of it was raifed on Corinthian Pillars, with all the 
meretricious Ornaments that accompany that Order j 
whereas that of the other was compofed of the chaftc 
and Matron-like Ionic. The Sides of it were adorned 
with fev igures of Goats, Sparrows, 

Heathen Monfters made up of half 

Man ha'! is were unguarded, and open 

to all that naa a anna to enter. Upon my going in, J 
found the Windows were blinded, and let in only a kind 
of Twilight, that ferved to difcover a prodigious Nuni* 
bcrof dark Corners and Apartments, into which the 

whole 
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*rhole Temple was divided. I was hereAutmed wi* a 
mixed None of Clamour and Jollity s On one Side of 
me I heard Singing and Dancing } on the other, Braw4s 
and clafhing of Swords. Infhort,iwasfo little plea- 
•led with-the Place, that I was going out of it * but found 
I could not return by the Gate where I entered, which 
was barred againft all that were come in, with Bolts of 
Iron, and Locks of Adamant. There was no going 
back fromthis Temple through the Paths of Pleafure 
which led to iti All who patted through the Ceremonies 
of the Place, went out at an Iron Wicket, which was 
kept by a dreadful Giant called Rgmorfe, that held a 
Scourge of Scorpions in his Hand, and drove them into 
*he onlyOutlet from that TemplcThis was a Paffage (o 
rugged, fo uneven, aadchoaked withfo many Thorns 
«andBriars,that it was a meianc holy Spectacle to behold 
thePains and Difficulties which both Sexes differed who 
walked through it.* The Men, though in the Prime of 
their Youth, appeared weak and mfeebled with oid Age: 
The Women wrung their Hands, and tore their Hair* 
and feverai loft their Limbs before they could extricate 
themfelves out of the Perplexities of the Path in which 
they were engaged. The remaining Part of this ViG* 
on, and the Adventures I met with in the two great 
Roads of Ambition and Avarice, muft be the Sub je& of

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Votaries to die into the&owefs of thefe Hills, or con- 
vert the Tteafures they contained to any Ufe, under- 
fain of flawing. At the End of the Valley ftood the: 
Templeof Avarice, made after the Manner of a* Fortifi- 
cation, and fitrrouaded with a thoufand triple-headed* 
Bogs, that were placed there to keep off Beggars. At' 
our Approach they alt fella barking, and would have* 
verymuch terrified us> had nor an old Woman, who* 
had called her felf by the forged Name of Competency y, 
offered her felf for our Guide: She earned under her 
Garment a <36ldcn Bough, which fite no fooner held up- 
hi tor Hand, but the Dogs lay down, and the Gate* flew 
openfcr our Reception. . We were led through an bun* 
dfftdSronDoors,i>efoce we entered the Temple. At* 
the upper End of it fat* the God of Avarice, with a long* 
filthy Beard, and a meagre ftarved Countenance, en- 
dofed with Heaps of Ingots and Pyramids 1 of Money; 
but half naked and fhivering with Cold. On his Right 
Hand*was a Fiend called Raping and on -his Left a parti- 
cular Favourite, to whom he had given the Title biPar* 
fimony* The nxffwarius Collector,, and the other his 
Cafluer.

It was a Maxim 6k this Sex, That 
all tfc6fe Who do not live up to the Principles of Reafen 
«frd V*t*e, tie Madmen, fiyery one, who govern*

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ftt'i ?ewterer*s Wife. I find by feveral Hints in ancient 
^0,; Authors/ that when the Romans were in the Height of 
l'om Power and Luxury x they afl^gned out of their vaft Do- 
,^, minions anlflana called Anttcyra, as an Habitation for 
^j, Jvladmen. This was the Bedlam of the Roman Empire* 
ok whither all Perfons who had loft theirWits nfed to refort 
~± from all Parts of .the World in Queft of them. Several 
^ of the RomanEmfciaQts were advifed to repair to this 
[flij Ifland $ butmoftof them, inftead of liftening to fuch 
jk fober Counfels, gave Way to their Diftra&fon, till the 
People knock'd them in the Head as defpairing of their 
Cure. Inlhort, it was as ufual for Men of dittempered 
Brains to take a Voyage to AntiQra in jthofe Days, as

m a bending Pofture, with his JUt unde* his Left Arm, 
and his Bight Hand (extended in fuch a Manner as to 
hold a Thread, a Piece of Waft* or an Awl, according 
to the particular Service in which hts Matter thinks fit to 
employ him. W4icnl<aw him, hehdd a Candle in this 
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bbfequioiisPofture. 1 was very well ©leafed with the 
• Cobler** Invention, that had fo ingenioufly contrived 
an inferior, and flood a little while contemplating this 
inverted Idolatry, wherein the Image did Homage to 
the Man. When we meet with fuch a fantaftick Vani- 
ty in one of this Order, it is no Wonder if we may trace 
It through all Degrees above it, and particularly through 
all the Steps of Greatnefs.

IT is an Argument of a clear and worthy Sph-it in a 
Man to be able to difengage himfelf from the Opi- 
nions of others, to far as not to let the Deference due to 

* tfaft 
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the Senf e of Mankind infnare him to acYagainft the Die- ' 
tates of his own Reafon. But the Generality of the 
World are fo far from walking by any fuch Maxim, that * 
h is almoft a (landing Rule to do as others do, or be ridi- 
culous. 1 have heard my old Friend Mr. Hart fpeak it 
as an Obfervation among the Players, That it is impof- 
£blc to ad with Grace, except the A&or has forgot that 
lie is before an Audience* Till he has arrived at that, 
his Motion, his Air, his every Step and Gefture, has. 
fomething in them which difcovers he is ufcder a Re- 
ftraintfor Fear of being ill received) or if he confiV 
ders himfelf as in the Prefence of thofe who approve 
his Behaviour, you fee an Affectation of that Pleafure 
rim through his whole Carriage. It is as common in 
Life, as upon the Stage, to behold a Man in the mod 
indifferent Action betray a Senfe he has of doi*g what 
he is about gracefully. Some have fuch an immoderate 
Relifh for Applaufe, that they expeft it for things, 
which in themlelves are fo frivolous, that it is impoffr- 
ble, without this Affectation, to make them appear, 
worthy -either of Blame or Praife.

It may likewife b e worth while 
to confider, what Man of the moft exalted Genius, and 
elevated Imagination, have thought of this Matter: A* 
mong thefe. Homer ftahds up as a Prodigy of Mankind, 
thatlooks down upon the reft of Human Creatures as 
a Speciesbeneathhim, Since he is the moft ancient 
Heathen Author, we, may guefs from hfs Relation,what 
were the common Opinions in his Time concerning 
the State of the Soul after Death. ^ 

Zfiyffes. he tells us, made a Voyage to the Regions of 
the Dead, in order to conCult'Iireffas how he fhould re- 
turn to his. own Couatry, and^reeommehd himfel£to 
fhe Favour of the Gods. The Poet fcarce introduces 
a (ingle Perfon, who doth not fuggeft feme ufeful Pre- 
cept to his Reader, and defigns his Defcripaim ok the 
Dead for the Amendment of the Living. 

-Ulyjfes, after having made a very plentfrar-Sacrificey 
fat him down by the Pool of Holy Blood, which at-N 
traded a prodigious Aflfembiy of Ghbfts of all* Ages* 
anjj Conditions, t^athjQYerxdabnm^heJfcUr^^Anil^tea^ 
ftecfupon the Streams of his Oblation. The firft he 
knew, wasJthe Shade of Elptnor? who, to fheVthe A&i- 
vitvof a Spirit above that of Body, is reprefented a£ 
arrived there long before Ufyffes, notwithstanding tfoa 
Winds and Seas had contributed all their Force to haften * . 
his Voyage thither. This Elf enor, to infpirethe Rea- 
der with a Deteftadon of Dnmkennefs, and at the fame 
Time, with a religious Care of doing proper Honours 
to the Dead, describes himfelf as having broken his.

Ttti Trumpet- is. an Inftrmnent that has in* it no;

WE have already eaamined Bmtr 9 * Defer fptftHI 
of a Future State, and the Condition m which 
he hath placed the Souls of the Deceafed. I (hall in this 
Taper make Tome Obfervations oti the Account Which 
Virgil hath given us of the fame Sub je&, who, befide* 
a Grearaefs of Genius* had all the Lights of PhiJofophy 
and Human Learning to aflift and guide him in his Din 
xoveries. 

JEnus is reprefented as defending into the Empire 
frf Death, with a Prophctefs by his Side, who mftrtt&fc 
ium in the Secrets of tuoft lower Regions. 

Upon the Confines of the Dead, and before the 
Very Gates of this rofernal World, Kirjtfdefcribesfe* 
verai Inhabitants, whofe Natures are wonderfully frit, 
•d to the Situation of the Place, as beine either the 
Occafioos or Refemblances of Death. Of the firft 
Kind are the Shadows of Sicknefs^ Old Age, Fear, 
Amine and Poverty - y ( Apparitions very terrible to 
Behold) with feveral others, as Toil, War> Conten- 
fion, and Difcord, which contribute all of them to 
people this common Receptacle of human Souls* A* 
this was likewife a very proper Residence for every 
Thing that refembles Death, the Poet tells «, That 
Steep, whom he represents as a near Relation to> 
Death, has likewife his Habitation inthefet^uartert* 
Wod defcribes m them a huge gloomy Elm-Tree, which 
ftems a very proper Oraameat for the Place, audi* 
foflefled by an ifta«morabie 9 warja ef Dream*, that 
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hang in Clnfters under every Leaf of ir. He then giver 
us a Lift of imaginary Perfons, who very naturally He > 
Within the Shadow 6t the Dream-Tree, as being o* the 
fame Kind of Makeinthemfelves, and the Materials, 
or (to life Shake/pear'* Phrafe) the Stuff of which 
Dreams are made, Such are the Shades of the Giant 
with an Hundred Hands, and of his Brother with three 
Bodies; of the double fnap*dC#*/**f and Scylla$ the 
Gorgon with fnaky Hair; the Harpy with a ¥om.m'i 
Face, and Lyon's Talons J the feven-headed Hydra < J 
and the C£;«<ertf> which breaths forth a Flame, and is 
a Compound of three Animals. The-fe feveral mixed 
Katures, the Creatures of Imagination, are not omy 
introduced with, great Art after the Dreams; but as 
they are planted at the very Entrance, and within the - 
very Gates of thofe Regions, do probably denote the 
wild Deliriums and Extravagancies of Fancy, which 
the Soul ufually falls into when (he is juft upon the 
Verge of Death, i . 

Thus f zxMneas travels in an AUegory.Tbt reft of the - 
Defcription is drawn with great Exa&nefs, according * 
to the Religion of the Heathens* and the Opinions oT 
the Platonick Philofophvi I maillot trouble my Rea. 
der with a common dufl Story, that- give* an Account 
why the Heathens firrVor allfiippofed a Ferryman in 
Hell, and his Name to be Charon y bat muft not pafs o- 
verin Silence the Point of Do&rine which Virgil hath 
very much infifted upon in this Book* That the Souls of, ^ 
thole who are unburied, are not permitted to go over 
into their refpeftive Places of Reft, till they have wan- 
dered a hundred Years upon the Banks of Sty 90. This 
was probably an Invention of the Heathen Priefthood, 
to make the People extremely careful of performing - 
proper Rites and Ceremonies to the Memory of the 
Dead. I (hall not however, with the infamous Scrib* 
bltrs of the Age, take an Occauonfrom fuch a Circum- - 
ftaace, to run into Declamations a<*ainft Prieftcraft, but 
rather look upon it even in tins Lights as a religious Ar- 
tifice, to raife in the Minds of Men an Efteem for the 
Memory of their Forefathers, and a Defi're to recom- 
mend themfelves to that of Pofterity ; z% alfb to excite • 
ia them an Ambition of imitating the Virtues of the 

De- 
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Deceafed, and to keep alive in their Thoughts the Senfe 

of the Soul's Immortality. In a Word, we may fay in 

Defence of the feveral Opinions relating to the Shades 

of unburied Perfons, what hath been faid by fome of 

- our Divines in regard tathe rigid Da&rines concerning 

:ihe Souls of fuch who die without being initiated into 

our Religion, That fuppofing they mould be errone- 

ous,they can do no Hurt to the Dead, and will have a 

good Effect upon the Living, in making them cautious 

of neglecting fuch neceflary Solemnities. 

. Charon k no fooner appeas'd, and the Triple-headed 
T>og laid afleep, but JEneat makes hisEntrance into the 
Dominions of Pluto. There are three Kinds of Per- 
fons defcribed, as being (cituated on the Borders $ and 
I can give no R,eafon for their being ftationed there in 
*fo particular a Manner, but becaufe they none 4>f them 
ieem to have had a proper Right to a Place among the 
Dead*, as not having run ourthe whole Thread of their 
Days, and finifhed the Term of Life that had been al- 
lotted them upon Earth. The firft of thefe are; the Souls 
of Infants, who are matched away by untimely Ends? 
The fccond, are of thofe who are put to Death wrong- 
fully, and byanunjuft Sentence $ and the third, of thole 
who grew weary of their Lives, and laid violent Hands 
upon therrtfelves. As for the fecond of thefe, Virgil 
adds with great Beauty, That Minos, the Judge of the 
Dead, is employed in giving them a Rehearing, and af- 
Cgoing them their feveral Quarters fuitable to the Parts 
*they aded in Life. The Poet, after having meniioned 
the Souls of thofe vnhappy Men who deftroyed them- 
felves* breaks out into a fine Exclamation ; O / how 
jladly, fay she, would they stow *endure Life with all its 
Miferml But the Dt&iniesforhid4heir Return to Earth, 
and tht WaUrs *f Styx furround them Tvith nine Streams 
that ane unpayable. It is very remarkable, that Virgil, 
notwithstanding Self-murder was fo frequent among 
♦the Heathens, and had been pra&ifed by fome of the 
greateftMen-in the very Age before him, hath here re- 
•orefented it as fo heinous a Crime. But in this Particu- 
lar hewas guided by the Do&rines of his great Matter 
Jf^ttfc who lays on this Sub j e ft, That aMan is placed in 

Ins 
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his Station of Life, like a Soldier in his proper Poft, 
which he is.not to quit whatever may happen, until hei* - 
called off by his Commander who planted Jiim in it. 

Thihb is another Point in the Platpnkk Philofo- ' 
phy, which Virgil has jnade the Ground-work of the . 
greateft Part in the Piece we are now examining, ha- 
ving with' wonderful Art and Beauty materialized (if I 
may fo call it) a Scheme of abftra&ed Notions, and 
cloathed the mod nice refined Conceptions of Philofo- 
phy in fenfible Images, and Poetical Reprefentations. 
'TheTUtoniftstelius, That the Soul, during the Refi- 
dence in the Body, contra Qts many virtuous and vici- , 
ous Habits, fo as to become a beneficent, mild, charita- - 
ble, or an angry, malicious, revengeful Being ..: A Sub-^ 
ftance inflamM with Luft, Avarice, and Prijc^ 5 or, on { 
the contrary, brighteri'd with pure, generous and hum- . 
ble Difpofitions : That thefe and the like Habits .of t 
Vjrtue and Vice growing into the very Eflence of the 
Soul, furvive and gather Strength in her after her Ditto- } 
lution 5 That the Torments of a vicious Soul in a fu- - 
ture State arjfe principally from thofe importunate Pa£ 
fions which a re not capable of being gratified without 
a Body 5 and that on : the contrary, the Happincfs of 
virtuous Minds very much confius intheir being em- 
ployed in fublime Speculations, innocent Diverfions, 
•fociable Affections, and all the Ecftafles of Paflion and 
Rapture which are agreeable to reafonable Natures* 
and of which they gained a Relilh in this Life, 

Upon this Foundation, the Poet raifes that beauti- 
ful Defcription of the fecret Haunts and Walks.* which 
he tells us are inhabited by deceafed Lovers. 

N o x far from hence, fays he* lies a great Wade of 
Plains, that are called the Fields of Melancholy. la 
thefe there grows a Foreft of Aflyrtle, divided into ma- 
ny (hady Retirements and covered Walks, and inhabi- 
ted by the Souls of thofe who pined away with Love # 
The Pa(Iiqn,fays he, continue* with them after Death. 
He then gives a Lift of this languifbing Tribe, in which 
his own Dido male es the principal Figure, and is defcri- 
bed as hVingln this foft Romantick S.cent^ with the 
•Shade of her firft Husband Sicbtus. 

Thj 
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The Po«t in the next Place mentions another Plain 
that was peopled with the Ghofts of Warriors, as ftill 
delighting in each othejrVCompany, and pleafed with' 
the Exercife of Arms. He there reprefents the Grecian 
Generals and common Soldiers who perifhed in the 
Sfcgeof Troy as drawri tup in Squadrons, and terrified 
arthe Approach of Mneeu r wnich renewed in them 
thbfe Impreffions of Fear they had before received in 
JBattle with the Tro]am> He afterwards likewif e, upon 
the fame Notion, gives a View of the Trojan Heroes 
who lived in former Ages, amidft a vifioriary Scene of 
Chariots and Arms; flowry Meadows, mining Spears, 
and generous Steeds, which he tells us were their Pica- 
fares upon£arth, and now make up their Happinefs in 
Etyfium. For the fame Reafon alfo, he mentions o- 
thers as fingihg Paeans, and Songs of Triumph, amidft 
a beautiful Grove of Laurel. The Chief or the Con- 
fort was the Poet MufoHt, who flood inclofed with a 
Circle of Admirers, and rofe by the Head and Shoul- 
ders above the Throng of Shades that furrounderf him. 
The Habitations- of unhappv Spirits, to fhew the Dura- 
tion of their Torments, and the defperate Condition 
they are in, are.reprefented as guarded by a Furv, moa- 
ted round with a Lake of Fire, ftrengthned witn Tow* 
en of Iron, encompafled with a triple Wall, and forti- 
fied with Pillars of Adamant, Which all the Gods toge- 
ther are not able to heave from their Foundations, "fhe 
Koife of. Stripes, the Clank of Chains, and the Groans 
of the Tortured; ftrike the pious JEntas with a kind of 
H6rror. The Poet afterwards divides the Criminals into 
twoClafles: The firft and blackeft Catalogue confifts 
of fuch as were guilty of Outrages againft the Gods* 
and the next, of fuch who were convided of Injuftice 
between Man and Man : The greateft Number of 
whom, fays the Poet, are thofe who followed the Di£U 
atesof Avarice. 

1 t was an Opinion of the Platonifts, That the Soull 
of* Men having contracted in the Body great Stains 
and Pollutions of Vice and Ignorance, there were fe- 
veral Purgations and Cleanfings necelfary to be patted 
through, both here and hereafter, in order to refine and 
purify them. 

Virgil, 
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Virgil, to sire this Thought likcwife a Cloathing of 
Poetry, describes fome Spirits as bleaching in the 
Winds, others as cleanfing under great Falls ofwaters, 
and others as purging in Fire, to recover the primitive 
Beauty and Purity of thek Natures. 

I t waslikewile an Opinion of the fame Se£fc of 
Philofophers, That the Souls of all Mkn exift in a fepa- 
rate State, long before their Union with theft Bodies *. 
and that upon their Immerfion into Flefh, they forgef 
every Thing which pa/Ted 111 the State of Pre-exiftehce j 
fo that what we here call Knowledge, is nothing elfe 
but Memory, or the Recovery of thofe Things which 
we knew before. 

In purfuance of this 'Scheme, Vfrgi/ gives us a View of 
feveral Souls, who to prepare themfelves for living up* 
on Earth, flock about the Banks of the River Lethe, and 
fwill themfelves with the Waters of Oblivion. 

The fame Scheme gives him an Opportunity of 
making a noble Compliment to his Countrymen, where 
Anchljes Is reprefented taking a Survey of the long 
Train of Heroes that are to deFcend from him, and gi- 
ving his Son JEnet* an Account of all the Glories of his» 
Race. 

I need not mention the Revolution of the Platonick 
Tear, which is but juft touched upon in this Book $ and 
as I have consulted no Author's Thoughts in this Expli- 
cation, (hall be very well pleafed, if it can make the 
nobleft Piece of the moft accompli ihed Poet more a-

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From my own Apartment, April 5. 

THERE lived fomc Years fince within my JJeigf* 
bourhooda very grave Perfon, an Upholfterer, 
who Teemed a Man of more than ordinary Application 
toBufiiiefs* He was a very early Rifer, and was of- 
ten abroad two or three Hours before an^ of hi$Neigh- t 
boors He had a particular Carefulnefs in the knitting, 
of his Brows, and a kind of Impatience in all his Mo- 
tions, that plainly discovered he was always intent on, 
Matters of Importance.

Neighbour*wereup,to fee if there were any Dutch u 
Mails come in. He had a Wife and feveral Children § 
but was much more.inquifitive to know what pafTed in , 
Poland than in his own Family, and was in greater Pain 
and Anxiety of Mind for King Auguftus's Welfare than 
that of his neareft Relations. He looked extremely 
f hin in a Dearth of News, and never enjoyed himfelf 
in a Wefterly Wind. This indefatigable kind of Life 
was the Ruin of his Shop 5 for aboutthe Time that his 
Favourite Prince left the Crown of Poland, he broke 
anddifappearcd. . 

This Man and his Affairs had been long out of my 
Mind, rill about three Day s ago, as I was walking in St. 
James's Park, I heard fome jtody at a Diftance hem- 
ming after me : And who fhou]d it be but \ mj old 
If ei^hbour xhc Uphohlerer I I faw he was reduced to 

extreme 
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Upon which, though there was no Body near us, ht 
Wn^redi#methuig'iniii7£ar^ which 1 did attt hea& 
or think worth my while to mrfke him repeat. 

W b Were now got to the upper* End of the IHt* 
where were three or four very odd Fellows feting to- 
gether upon the Bench. Thefe I found were aU of 
wem Politicians, who ufed to faa themfdves m that 
Place every Day about Dinner-Time. Obferving 
them to be Curiofi ties in their Kind, and my Friends f 
Acquaintance, I fat down among them. 

The chief Politician of the Bench wasja^reat Af* 
fetter of Paradoxes. Jfetold lis, with afeejmng Con- 
cern, Thatfcy tome.News he had lately read&om Muf 
tovji it appeared to him that there was a Storm gather- 
ing in the Black Sea, which might in Time do Hurt to 
the NavalForces of this Nation. To this he added. 
That for hirPart, he could not wifh to fee -the Turk dtU 
veaovtof Euwpt, which he believed could not but be 
prejudicial to our Woollen Manufacture. He vthen 
told us, That he looked upon thofe extraordinary Re- 
Tckutionswhichhad lately happen'din thefe Parts of 
the World, to have rifen chiefly from two Perfons who 
were not much talked of j and thofe, fays he, are Prince 
Menzihf, andtheDutchefsof Mimndola. Heback'd 
his Aflertions with fo many broken Hints, and fuch a 
Show of Depth and Wlfdom, that we gave our felves 
Up to his Opinions. 

The Difcourfe at length fell upoa a Point which 
fcldom efcapes a Knot ot true-horn Englijhmtn 9 Whe- 
ther in Cafe of a Religious War, the Proteftants would 
not be too ftrOng for me Papifti I This we unanimous- 
ly determined on the Protett^ntSide. One who fat on 
my Right Hand, and as J found by his Difcourfe, had 
fceenintheWfr//»iw,affured us, That it would be a 
very eafy Matter for the Proteftants to beat the Pope at 
Sea } a*d-added» That whenever fuch a War does 
1>reaLout,itmuftturi>tothe(ioo4 of the Iteward Ifr 
lands. -Upon this; one who fat at the End of theBench, 
and, a* J afterwards found, was the Geographer of the 
Company, faid, That 4n cafe the Papifts mould drive 
the Proteftants from thefe Parts of Europe when the 
worft came to the worft, it would be impofllble to beat 
. . tkem 
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diem oat of Norway and GrunUnd, provided the Nor* 
thernCrowns hold together, and the Czar of Mufcovy 
fbndneutcjv 

He further told us for our Comfort, That there, 
were vaft Trade of Land about the Pole, inhabited 
•either by Protectants nor Papiflfs, and of greater Ex- 
tent than all the Roman Catholtck Dominions in F*. 
r9fe. 

When we hadfully difcufTed this Point, my Friend* 
the Upholfterer began to exert himfelf upon the prefent 
Negociatiostfof Peace, in which he depofed Princes, 
fettled the Bounds of Kingdoms, and ballanced the 
Power of Murapt, with great Juftice and Impartiality..

W E may however obferve > notwithftanding the En- 
deavours of this great and learned Author, to copy af- 
ter the Style and Sentiments of Homer* that there is a 
certain Tinfture of Chriftianity running through the 
whole Relation. i*he Prelate In feveralPlaces mixest 
himfelf with the Poet j ipxhaf his future State puts me 
in Mind of Michael Angelo's laft Judgment, where Cha- 
**n and his Boat are reprefented as bearing a Part in the 
tkeadful Solemnities of that great pay. 

Ti- 
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ded, a Catalogue of fuch Offenders that fcarce appear 
to be faulty in the Eyes of ^he Vulgar. Among thefe, 
fays the Author, are malicious Quicks, that hare en- 
deavoured to call a Blemifh upon the Perfections of o- 
thers 5 with whom he likewise places fuch as have often 
hurt the Reputation of the Innocent, by pafling a rafh 
Judgment on their Actions, without knowing the Oc- 
cafion of them. Thefe Crimes, fays he, are more fe- 
verely punifhed after Death, becaufe they generally 
meet with Impunity upon Earth. 

TeUmachm, after having taken a Survey of feveral o- 
ther Wretches in the fame Circumftances, arrives at 
that Region of Torments in which wicked Kings are 
punifhed. There are very fine Strokes of Imaginati- 
on in the Defcription which he gives of this unhappy . 
Multitude. He tells us, That on one Side of them there 
flood a revengf ul Fury, thundering in their Ears incef- 
fant Repetitions of all the Crimes they had committed 
upon Earth, with the Aggravations of Ambition , Va- 
nity, Hardnefs of Heart, and all thofe fecret Affections 
of Mind that enter into the Composition of a Tyrant. 
Jit the fame Time, (he holds up to them a large Mirror, 
in which every one fees himfelf reprefentedin the na- 
tural Horror and Deformity of his Character. On the 
other Side of them (lands another Fury, that with an 
infulting Derifion, repeats to them all the Praifes that 
their Flatterers had beftowed upon them while they fat 
upon their refpedive Thrones. She too, fays the Au- 
thor, prefents a Mirror before their Eyes, in which eve- 
ry one fees himfelf adorned with all thofe Beauties and 
Perfections in which they had been drawn by the Vani- 
ty of their own Hearts, and the Flattery of others. To 
puniih them for the Wantonnefsof the Cruelty which 
they formerly exercifed, they are now delivered up to 
be treated according to the Fancy and Caprice of fe- 
deral Slave's, who have here an Opportunity of tyran- 
nizing in their Turns. 

The Author having given us a Defcription of thefe 
^haftly Spectres, who, fays he, are always calling upon 
Death, and are placM under the Diftillation of that bur- 
ning Vengeance which falls upon them Drop by Drop, 
-and is never to be exhauftcd, lead* us into a pleafing 

Scene 
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Scene of Groves, filled with the Melody of Birds, and 
the Odours of a thoufand different Plants. Thefe 
6rovesare reprefented as riilng among a great many 
flowry Meadows, and watered with Streams that diffufe 
a perpetual Frefhneft, in the midft of an eternal Day, 
*ad a never-fading Spring. This, fays the Author, 
was the Habitation ot thofe good Princes who were 
Friends of the Gods, and Parents of the People. At* 
mong thefe, TeUmachus converfes with the Shade of 
Item of his Anceftors, who makes a moft agreeable 
Petition of the Joys of Elyfeum, and the Nature of 
its ^habitants. The Residence of Sij»ftris among 
thefe happy Shades, with his Character and prefent Em- 
pt+yment, is drawn in a very lively Marnier,, and with

which Reafon me jars and is out of Tune very often in 
Converfation, for the Company's Wane of due Atten- 
tion and Refpeft to her.

£ Gentlewoman. His third Miftrefs was a Dulcimer, 
.Who he found took great Delight in fighing and Ian- 
guifhmg, but would go no further than the Preface of 
ref Matrimony ; fo that {he would never let a Lover 
have any- more of her than her Heart, which after 
having won, he was forced to leave her - 7 as defpairing 
of any further Succefo* Imuftconfefc, fays my Friend,, 
1 have often considered her with a great deal of Admi- 
ration;. and I find her Pleafure is fo much in this firft 
Step of an Amour, that her Liie will pafs away in 
Pream^olitude and SoIiloquy,till herDecay of Charms 
makes her fnatchat the worft Man that ever pretended 
to her. In the next Place, fays my Friend, I fell m 
Love with a Kit, who led me huh a Dance through alV 
the Varieties of a familiar, cold, fond and indifferent 
BehavioUf, thai the World began to grow cenforious, . 
tho* without any Caufe ^ For which Reafon, to reco- 
ver our Reputations, we parted by Confcnt. To mend 
my Hand> fays he, 1 made my next Application to a 
Virginal, who gave me great Encouragement, after 
fercaunbus Manner, till fome malicious Companions * 
tpld her of my long Paflion for the Kit, which made 
. her turn mejotjr as a icandalous FeUow. At length, in 
Defpair, (fays he) I betook my fclf to a Weljh Harp, . 
who rejected me with Contempt, after having found 
that myGrcat Grandmother was a Brewer'* Daughter.

I do not defign it, fays Tom, as a Re* 
fledion on Virgil : On the contrary, I know that all 
the Manufcripts reclaim aaainft fuch a Punctuation. 
Oh ! Mr„ Bickerftaff* (ays he, what would a. Man gjv© 
to fee one Simile ©f Virgil writ in liis own Hand > I. ask* 
edhfm which was the Simile he meant 5 but was an- 
fwered, Any Simile in VirgiL He told me all the iecret 
Hiftory in the Commonwealth of Learning; of mo- 
dern Pieces that had the Names of ancient Authors 
annexed to them 5 of all the Books that were now wri- 
ting or printing in the feveral Parts of Europe $ of many 
Amendments which are made, and not yet publifhed j 
and a thoufand other Particulars, which I would not 
have mv Memory burthen'd with for a Vatican. 

A t length, being fully perfwaded that I thoroughly 
admired him, and looked upon him asaProdigy of 
Learning, he took his Leave. I know feveral of Tom's 
Qafs who are profeffed Admirers ofTafo, without un- 
demanding a w ord of Italian t And one in particular, 
that carries a Paftor-Iido in his Pocket, inwhichlam 
fure he is acquainted with no other Beauty but the 
Clearnefs of the Character. 

There is another Kind of Pedant, who, with all 
T^Ftf&'sImpertinencieSj hath greater Superftru&ure* 

and 
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and Ernbeihlriments of Greek and I*fc»r and is ftill 
more infuppartable than the other, in (the fame De- 
gree as he is more learned. Of this Kind very often 
are Editors, Commentators, Interpreters, Scho- 
Itafts, and Critkks 5 and' in .fhorr, all Men of deep 
Learning without common Strife*. Thefe Perfons fet 
a greater Value on themfehres for having found out the 
Meaning of a Paflajge in Greek, than upon the Author 
for having written it 5 nay, will allow the Paflagc it 
felf not to have any Beauty in it, at the Time that they 
would be confidcred as the greateft Men of the Age, for 
having interpreted it. They will look with Contempt 
upon the moft beautiful Poems that have been compo- 
fed by any of theirComemporaries;but will lock tbem- 
felves up in their Studies for a Twelve-month together, 
to correct, publifh and expound fuch Trifles of Anti- 
quity, as a modern Author would be contemn'd for. 
Men of the ftri&eft Morals, fevereft Lives, and the 

fraveft tProfeifions, will write Volumes upon an idle 
tmnet, that is originally in Greek pr Latin ; give Editi- 
ons of the moft immoral Authors, and fpin out whole 
Pages upon the various Readings of a lewd Expre&V 
on. All that can be faid in Excuie for them, is, That 
tfeefr Works fufficiently fhew they have no Tafteof 
their Authors } and that what they do in this Kind, is 
out of their great Learning, and not out of any Levity 
or Lafcrvioufoe fs of Temper. 

A Pedant of this Nature is wonderfully well defcrr- 
bed in fix Lines of Bodeau, with which 1 mall conclude 
m's Charader.

IW A S walking two or three Days ago in a very 
pleafing Retirement, and amnfins my felf with the 
Readme otthatamient and beautiful Allegory, called, 
Tkt Table p/Cebes* I was at laft fo tuted with my Walk, 
* that 
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Number of Turns and Windings, Teemed to vifit every 
Plant, and cherlfh the feveral Beauties of the Spring 

* With which the Fields abound. After having ran to and 
fro in a wonderful Variety of Meanders, as unwilling 
to leave fo charming a Place, it at laft throws it felfin- 

* to the Hollow of a Mountain, from whence it pafles un- 
der a long Range of Rocks, and at length rifes in that 
Part of the Alpes where the Inhabitants think it the firft 
Source of the Rhone. This River, after having made 
Its Progrefs through thofe free Nations, ftagnatesina 
huge Lake at the leaving of them, and no iooner en- 

1 ters into the Regions of Slavery, but runs through 

* them with an incredible Rapidity, and takes its fhorteft 
' W ay to the Sea. 

I defcended into the happy Fields that lay beneath 
1 me, and in the J.Iidft of them, beheld the Goddefs fit- 
ting upon a Throne. She had nothing to enclofe her but 
the Bounds of her own Dominion*, and nothing over 
her Head but the Heavens. Every Glance of herEy e caft

* There was fomething mean and vulgar, but at the fame 
, Time exceeding bold and darmg, in her Air $ her Eyes 

Were full of Fire, but had in them fuch Cafts of Fierce- 
fiefs and Cruelty, as made her appear to me rather 
dreadful than amiable. On her Shoulders Die wore a 
' Mantle, on which there was Wrought a great Confufion 
' cf Figures. As it flew in the Wind, I could not difcern 

* the particular Defign of them, but (aw Wounds in tha 

* Bodies of fome, and Agonies in the Faces of others $ 
and over one Part of it could read in Letters of Blood, 
The Ides of Mafch. 

O n the Right Hand of the Goddefs was the Genius 
of Monarchy. She was cloathed in the whiteft Ermin, 
aodwore a Crown of the pureftGoldmpon her Head. 
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SnoW,OVergrown with hugeForefts of Ftr-Trces,whick 
indeed are very frequently k>und h\other Parts of the- 
Aifis. Thefc Trees were inhabited by Storks, that 
came thither in great Flights from very diftant Quarters 
cf the World. Methougbts, I was pleafed in my Dream 
to fee what became of rhefe Birds, when upon leav- 
ing the Places to which they make an annual Vtftt, they- 
rFe in great Flocks fo high till they are out of Sight 5 and 
for that Reafon have been thought by fome modern 

Jhilofophers to take a Flight to the Moon. But my 
yes were foon diverted from this Profpeft, when I 
obferved two great Gaps that fed through this Circuit 
of Mountains, where Guards and Watcheswere poft- 
•d Day and Night. Hpon Examination I found, that 
there were two formidable Enemies encamped befor* 
each of the Avenues, who kept the Place in a perpetual 
Alarm, and watdicd allO pportu fifties of invading it.

Before the other Avenue I faw Licentimfntfi, 
«rrefled in a Garment not unlike the Peltjh Caffbck, and 
leading up an whole Army of Monftcrs, fuch as CJ#-' 
sneur, with a hoarfe Voice, and a hundred Tongues 5 
€Unfmfion,with a mifhapenBody,and a thoufand Heads $ 
Impudence, with a forehead of Brafs $ and Rapine, witfe 
Hands of Iron. The Tumult, Jtoife, and Uproar in 
this Quarter, were Co very great, that they difturbed 
xny Imagination more than is confident with Sleep,, 
and by twt Means awaked me.

for the fame Reafon,that when a Roman General enter- 
ed the City in the Pomp of a Triumph, the Common* 
wealth allowed of feveral littleDrawbacks to his Repu- 
tation, by conniving at fuch of the Rabble as repeated 
Libels andLampoons upon himwthin hisH earing, and 
by that Means engaged his Thoughts upon* his Weak-;

As it fhall ever be 
mj Study to make Discoveries of this Nature in hu- 
man Life, and to fettle -the proper Biftin&ions bettfreett 
the Virtues and Perfections of Mankind, and thofe 
falfe Colours and Refcmblances of them that Ihine a- 
iike in the Eyes of the Vulgar % fo I fhall be more pa£- 
ticularly careful to fearch into the various Merits and 
Pretences of <he learned World. This is the more ne- 
ceflary, becaufethere feems to be a general Combina- 
tion among the Pedants to extol one another's Labours; 
and cry tip one, another* Parts .j while Men of Senfe, 
-tidier through that Modefty which is natural to them, 
or the Scorn they have for fuch trifling Commendati- 
ons^ enjoy their Stock of Knowledge like a hidden 
Treafure/ with Satisfaction and Silence. Pedantry 
indeed in Learning is like Hypocrify in Religion, a v 
Form of Knowledge without the Power of it, that at- 
tracts the Eyes of the common People, breaks outia 
Ko|fe and Show, and finds its Reward not from any 
inward Pleafure that attends it, but from rhe Praife* 
aad Approbations which it receives from Men. 
. rO f this fhallow Species there is not a more inlportii- 
Bate, empty, and conceited Animal, than that which 
generally inown by the Kame of a Critick. This, in 
the common Acceptation of the WoraV h one that, 
Without entering into the Senfe and3oul of an Author, 
lias a few general Rules, which, like mechanical In- 
ternments, lie applies to the Works of eVery Writer, 
ind as they quadrate with them, pronounces the Au- 
thor perfect or defe&ive. He is Matter of a certain Set 
©fWords, as Unity, Style, Pire, Fiegm, Eafy, Na- 
tural, Turn, Sentiment, and the like ; which he va- 
ries^ compounds, divides and throws together, in eve- 
ry Part of his Difcourfe ; without any thought or 
Meaning. The Marks you may know him by are, an 
elevated Eye, and dogmatical Brow, a pofitive Voice, 
and a Contempt for every Thing that comes out, whe- 
ther he has readit or not. He dwells altogether in Ge- 
nerals, he praifes or difpraifes in the Lump. He (hakes 
his Head very frequently at the Pedantry of Univerfi- 
ties, and burfts into Laughter when you mention an 
Author that is not known at Will 9 *. He hath formed his 

Judgment 
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Judgment upon Homer, Horace and Virgil, not from 
their own Works, -but from thofe of Rapin and Bojf*. 
He knows his own Strength fo well, that he never dares 
praifeany Thing in which he has not a Vrenoh Author 
For his Voucher. 

With thefe extraordinary Talents and Accom- 
plilhments, Sir Timothy Tittle puts Men in Vogue, or 
condemns them to Obfcurity, and fits as Judge of Life 
and Death Upon every Author that appears in Pub lick. 
It is impofllble to reprefent the Pangs, Agonies and 
Convulfions, which Sir Timothy exprefles in every Fea- 
ture of his Face, and Mufcle of his Body, upon the 
reading of a bad Poet. 

A b o u t a Week ago I was engaged at a Friends of 
mine in an agreeable Converfation with his Wife and 
Daughters, when in the Height of our Mirth, Sir Timo- 
thy, who makes Love to my Friend's eldeft Daughter, 
came in amongft us puffing and blowing as if he had 
>een very much out of Breath. He immediately cal- 
led for a Chair, and defired Leave to fit down;' 
without any further Ceremony. I asked him. Where 
lie had been > Whether he. was out of Order > He 
only replied, That he was quite fpent, and fell a cuffing 
in Soliloquy. I could hear him cry, A wicked Rogue—* 
an execrable Wretch— Was there ever fuch a Monfter— 
The young Ladies upon this began to be affrighted, and 
asked, Whether any one had hurt him } He anfwered 
"nothing, but ftill talked to himfelf. To lay the fir fi Scene, 
(ays he, in St* James'i Parle, and the laft in Northamp- 
tonlhire ! Is that all, fays I \ Then I fuppofe you haye 
been at the Rehearfal of a Play this Morning. Been! fays 
he j I have been at Northampton, in the Park, in a* La* 
dy*s Bed-Chamber, in a Dining-Room, every where $ 
the Rogue has led me fuch a Dance ■ Though I 
could fcarce forbear laughing at his Difcourfe, I "told 
him I was glad it was no worfe, and that he was only 
metaphorically weary. In fhort. Sir, fays he, the Au- 
thor has not obferved a fingle Unity in his whole Play , 
the Scene fhifts in every Dialogue ; the Villain has hur- 
ried me up and down at fuch a Rate, that I am. tirjed off 
my Legs.

the fame Time (he has never ftirred out of her Cot- 
tage. Vour Simile, Madam, fays Sir Timothy, is by no 
tteaitt^uft. Pray, fays fhe,let my Similes pafc without 
a Criticifm. I muft conMs, continued (he, (for I found 
(he was refolVed to exafperate him) I laughed very 
•lieartilyauhe-laft new Comedy which you found to 
much Fault with. But, Madam, fays he, you ought not 
to have laughed 5 and I defie any one to (hew me a 
(ingle Rule that you could laugh by. Ought not to 
laugh! fays (he, Pray who mould hinder me. Madam, 
feys he, there are fuch People in the World, as R^i;/ 
Dacier, and feveral others, that ought to have fpoiled 
your Mirth. I have heard, fars the young Lady; That 
yourgreat Criticks are bad Poets: Ifancjr 

there is as much Differ 1 the W ork$ of one 

and the other, as there" is oetween the Carriage of a 
Dancing Matter and a Gettrleman. I muft confefs", 
continued me, I would not be troubled with fo fine a 
Judgment as yours is $ for I find you feel more Vexati- 
on in a bad Comedy, than I do in a deep Tragedy. Ma- 
dam, fays Sir Timothy, That is not my Fauh,they mould 
learn the Art of Writing. For my Part, fays the young 
Lady, I mould think the greateft Art in your Writers of 
Comedies is to pleafe. Topleafe! fays Sir Timothy, 
and immediately fell a laughing. Truly, fay* (he, that 
is my Opinion. Upon this, he compofed his Counter 
nance, looked upon his Watch, and took his Leave,

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I bearcat Sir Ttmothyhfs not been, at my Friend's 
Houfe fincethis notable Conference, to the great Satis- 
faction of the young Lady, who by this Means has got 
rid of a very impertinent Fop. 

I rauft confefs, I could not but obferve»with a "great

If is not only the tnoft expedient Prac* 
tkre for carrying on our own Deiigns> but is. affc> very 
deferVedly the mbft anliaMe Qjlafity im tWe Sight of o* 
thers. . It is* winning Deference in Mankind, which 
creates an immediate Imitation of it felf Where-tver it 
appears, and prevails upon all ( whojteve to do with a 
Pferfow endued wirfrit) either thro' Shame or Emulate 
On. ;IdonotknowhowtdexprefithisHabi«of Mindj 
except you wfll let me catlit Equanimity. It is a 
Virtue which is neceffary at every Hour, in every 
Phdev andhrailGonve¥fat(ons, and is the Eflfetl of a 
regular and e*a& Prudence. f Hefhat will look backup* 
0n aft the Acquaintances he has had in his tfhole Life, 
wHlfind, he has feen more Men capable of the greateft 
Employments and Performances, than fuch as could in 
the general Bent of their Carriage a# otherwife tha* 
jceofrdin^to their own Complexion and Humour. But 

the 
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the Indulgence of our f elves in wholly giving W ay to 
our natural Propenfity, is (o un juft and improper a Li- 
cence, that when People take it up, there is very lhtft 
Difference, with Relation to their Friends and Fami- 
lies, Whether they are good or ill-natured Men r For he 
that errs by being wrought upon by what we call the 
Sweetnefs of Temper, is as guilty as he that offends 
through the Perverfenefs of it. 

Itis not therefore to be regarded what Men are in » 
thenuelves, but what they are in their Actions. Eucra- 
us is the beft-nararedof allMen 5 but that natural Soft- 
nefs has Effects quite contrary to it felf, and for Want 
of due Bounds to his Benevolence, while he hasa Vftitt 
to be rfriend to ally . he has thc-Power to be fo to none. 
His conftant Inclination to pieafe,. makes him never 
fail of doing fo 5 , though (without* being capable of 
Jalfhood) he isa Friend only to thofeivho are prefent - y , 
for the fameHumottr which makeshim the beftCompa* 
won, renders him the *worft Correfpondent^ It is a 
melancholy Thing to consider, that the moft engaging 
fort of Men in Converfation are frequently the molt 
tyrannical in Power, and the leaft to be depended udo» 
in Friendftup^ It is certain this is not to be imputed to 
their own Difpofition ; but he that is to be led by others, . 
has only good Liicfcif he is not the worft, though in > 
himfelf the beft ManhVing. For this Reafon, we are 
bo more wholly to indulge our good, than our ill Dif- 
ftofitions. I remember a crafty oldCit, one Day 
Tpeaking of a well-natured young Fellow who fet up 
with a good Stock in L*mbardjtrt$t r 2 will, fays he, 
lay m mort Money in his Hands, for hemver denUdmt a- 
ny Thing. , Thiswata very bafe„,but with him a pru- 
dential Reafon for breaking off Commerce ^ And this - 
Acquaintance of mine carried this way of judging fo 
&r, 6 that he has often told me, he never cared to deal 
with *Man he liked, for that our Affections muft never 
enter into our Bufinefs. 

When we look round us in this populous Cky^and 
confider how Credifcand Eftcem are lodged, ypu find 
Men have a great Share ofcthc former, without the leaft 
portion of the latter. He who knows- himfelf for a 

Bead 
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Bead of Prey, looks upon others in the fame Light, 
and we are fo apt to judge of others by our felves, that 
the Man who has no Mercy, is as careful as poflible ne- 
ver to want it. Hence it is, that in many Inftances Men 
gain Credit by the very contrary Methods by whfch 
they do Efteem y for wary Traders think every Affecti- 
on of the Mind a Key to their Cafh. 

But what led me into this Difcourfe, was my Im- 

Katienceof Pain; and I have,, to my great Difgrace, 
:en an Ln (lance of the contrary Carriage in fohigh a* 
Degree, that I am out of C ountenance that Eever react : 
Seneca. When I look upon the Conduct of others, in 
fuch Occurrences, as well as behold their Equanimity 
in the generous Tenour of their Life j it very much a- 
bates the Self-Love, which is feldom well-governed bj~ 
any Sort of Men, and leaft of all by us Authors. 

The Fortitude of a Man whe brings his Will to the 
Obedience of his Reafon, is confpicuous, and carries 
with it a Dignity in the loweft State imaginable. Poor 
Martins* who now lies languifhing in the moft' violent - 
Fever>difcovcrs in the faihteft Moments of his Diftem- 
per, fuch a Greatnefs of Mind,* than a- perfeeV Stranger: 
who fhould now behold him, would indeedTee an Ob- 
ject of Pity, but at the fame Time that it was lately an 
Object of * Veneration. His gallant Spirit refigns; but* 
veffcns with an Air that fpeaks a Refolution which 
could yield to nothing but Fate it felf. . This is ConqueuY 
iii the Philofophick Senfe* but the Empire over our 
felves is, methihks, no lefs laudable in common Life>. 
where the whole Tenour of a Man's Carriage is in Sub- 
fervience to his own Reafon, and Conformity both to 
the good Senfe and Inclination of other Men. 

Arift&us is in my Opinion a perfect Mafter of himfetf- 
in all Circumftances. He has all the Spirit that Man can 
have, and yetis as regular in his Behaviour as a meer 
Machine. He is fenfible of every Paffion, but ruffled : 
ty none. In Convention* he frequently feems to be • 
fefs knowing to be more obliging, and chufes to be on 
a Level with others, rather than opprefs with the Supe- - 
riority of his Genius. In Friendfhip, he is kind without 
Pfofcfllon. In Bufinefs, expeditious without O ftenf a* 
lion. With the greateft Softnefs and Benevolence i* 

imaginable*. 
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raagrnable,jie is impartial in Spieht of afl Importuni- 

2, even that of hi* own GoocJ-Nature. He is ever 
ear in his Judgments but in Complaifance to hiV 
Company fpeaks with Doubt, and never mows Confi- 
dence in Argument, but to fupport the Scnfe of ano»- 
ther. . Were fuch an Equality of Mind the general En-' 
deavour of all Men,.how fweet would be the Pleafures 
of CoAYerfation > He thar is loud would then under- - 
ffead, that.we ought to call a Conftable, and know, 
tbatfpoillng good Company is the raoft heinous Way 
of breaking the Peace. Wefhould then be relieved 
from thefe Zealots in Society, who take upon them to 
be angry for all the Company, and quarrel with the- 
Waiters to (Hew they have noRefpecTfor any Body elfe 
in the Room. . To be in a Rage before you, is in a Kind ' 
beingangry with you. . You may as well (land naked ■ 
before Company, as to ufe fuch Familiarities j and to- 
be ca*elefs of what you fay,is the moft clowniihWay of 
being undrefled. .

Authority^, comm end,, or what makes k a . Javour to 
jne that ne does commend me } It is certain, that there 
js no Praife valuable but from the Praife-worthy. Were 
it otherwife. Blame might be sls much in the fame 
Hands. Were the Good and Evil pf Fame laid upon a 
Level anions Mankind,the Judge of .the Bench, and 
.the Criminafat the Bar, would differ only jn their Statu 
pns 5 and if one's Word is to oafs as much as the o« 
jher's, their deputation would be much alike to the 
Jury. Pliny fpeaking of the Death of Martial, exprek 
[es himfelf with great Gratitude to him for the Honour* 
,done him in the Writings of that Author 5 but he be- 
gins it with an Account of his Character, which only 
xnade the Applaufe valuable. He indeed in the fame 
Epiftle fays, It is a Sign we have left off doing Things 
,whichdeierve Praife, when we think Commendation 
impertinent. This is affertcd With a jaft Regard to the 
jPerfons whofe good Opinion we wifh for j otherwife 
Reputation would be valued according to the Number 
,ot Voices a ManJias for it, which are not always to be 
Jnfured on the moft virtuous Side. But however we 
j>retend to model thefc nice Affairs, true Glory will ne- 
ver attend any Thing but Truth 5 and there .is fome- 
thingfo peculiar in it, that the very felf-fa^ne Action 
jone by different Men caaapt merit the fame Degree 
.of Applaufe. The Roman, wjio was furpriz'd in the 
Enemy's Camp before he had accomplifhed his Defign, 
,an«l thruft his bare Arm into .a flaming Pile, telling the 
.General, There were many as determined as himfelf, 
who (againft Senfe of Danger) had confpir'd hisDeath, 
wrought in the very Enemy an Admiration of his For- 
titude, and a Difmiflion with Applaufe. But the con- 
demned Slave who reprefented mm in the Theatre, acid 
jconfunied his Arm in the fame Manner, w;tli the fame 
Resolution, did not raife in the Spectators a great Idea 
4>i his Virtue, but of whom he imitated in an Action 
no Way differing from that of the real Sctvola, but i* 
jthe Motive to it. 

Thus 
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T hu s true Glo^y is infeparabk fiom -true Merit* 
and whatever you call Men,' they are no more than 
what they are in themfelves; but a Romantide Senfe 
has crept into theMirids of the Generality, who will e^ 
ver miftake'Words.and Appearances for Perfons and 
things. -•'••■ 

Thi Simplicity of the Ancients was as confpfcu- 
ous in the Addrefs of their 'Wrmujgs, as in any other 
Monuments they have left behind them. Cqar and 
Attgilftus were much more high Words of Refpet>, 
tohen added to Occasions fit for their Chara&ers to ap^. 
bear in, than any Appellations which have ever been 
fince thought ot. The latter of thefe great Men had a 
Very pleafant Way of dealing with Applications of this 
ICind. When he received Pieces of Poetry which he 
thought had Worth in them, he rewarded tne Writer^ 
tut where he thought them empty, he generally retur- 
ned the Compliment made him with tome Verfes of 
his own. 

'' This latter Method I have arprefent Occafion to 
imitate, A Female Author has dedicated apiece to me* 
therein fhe would make my Name (as fhe has others) 
the Introdu&ion of whatever is td follow in her Book ; 
and has fpoke fome panegyrical Things which I know 
not how to return, for Want of better Acquaintance 
With the Lady, and confequeritly being out ot a Capa- 
city of giving her Praife or Blame. All therefore, that 
is left for me, according to the foregoing Rules, is to 
laythePJdureof a good and evil Woman before her 
Eyes, which are but meer Words if they do not con- 
cern her. Now you are to obferve, the Way in a De- 
dication is to make all the reft of the World as little like 
the Perfon we addrefs to as poflible, according to the 
following Epiftle:

War by reading Books of Knighthood As for railing 
tender Paflionm him, Cervantes reports, That he was 
wonderfully delighted with a fmooth intricate Sen- 
tence 5 and when they liftened at his Study-Door, 
they could frequently hear him read aloud, The Rgafon

A s much as the Cafe of this diftempered Knight is 
received by all the Readers of his Hiftory as the moft 
•incurable and ridiculous of all Phrenfies, it is veryxer-

.that Condition. As great and ufeful Difcoveries are 
Ibmetrmes made by accidental and fmall 'Beginnings, 
I came tathe Knowledge of the moft Epidemick 111 of 
this Sort, by falling*into aCofFee-houf e where I faw my 
Friend the Uphdhterer, who(e Cra<& towards Politicks 
I have heretofore mentioned.

Brains of ordinary Readers. This Way of going on 
in the Words, and making no Progrefs in the Scntc, is 
more particularly the Excellency of my mo&ingenious 
and renowned Fellow-Labourer, the Pofi-Man*, and it 
is to this Talent in him that I impute the Lofs of my 
Upholfterer's Intellects.
